London Radio Officials Say 
Nazis Feared Rebroad- 
cast To Germany 


WILHELMSHAVEN, Germany, 
April 1. 
Germany’s 
new 35,000-ton battleship, Von Tirpitz, was launched in the 
presence of Chancellor Hitler today amid thunderous shouts 
| of “ Sieg Heil” (Hail Victory) from thousands of Nazis 
I gathered also to hear the fuehrer who was expected to reply 
to the dramatic British pledge of aid to preserv e Polish 
I independence. 
Chancellor Hitler, following the launching, began his 
eagerly awaited speech. 
He started out with: 
“ German fellow citizens—He who will hav e the deepest 
impression of the decay and the resurrection of Germany 
most v iv idly must come and see the dev elopment of a city 
like Wilhelmshav en.” 
“ Wilhelmshav en, rev erberating today from life and ac­ 
tiv ity, was a short time ago a dead 
spot nearly without 
means of existence and without prospects of a future.” 
At this point the broadcast of Hitler’s speech was cut 
off.
